the presence of Jews’ College in the new building invests 
th contralising experiment with peculiar significance. Jews" 
Co ose is the theological seminary of Anglo-Jewry, alone of its 
kind, with its own peculiar functions to perform. It has to its 
cr lil satisfactory record of achievement spread over seventy- 
five years; it has potentiality for. still greater effort. Jews’ 
College is now entering its fourth home. Originally housed in 
Finsbury Square, it comibined the dual role of school and 
college. In the opinion of many, those were its greatest years 


when: the Jewish Day School formad a sort of fore-gourt to the — 
College and justified the value and necessity of a Jewish Day 
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School, which has often been a subject of debate in recent 
years. The first move westward was made to Tavistock Square; 
after a few years another change was made to Queen Square ; 
how the College moves agaia to join the rest of the Community 
under one roof. It is a good thing to have the College housed 
in the midst of the communal activity, if only to enable 
the Community to realise its presence and to appreciate if at its 
true worth. It is a good thing, too, for Jews’ College to be the 
centre of this combined effort, and if the College plays its part 
as we hope it will, the day cannot be far distant when it will 
receive the recognition which ought to be its due. If that 
regagnition is tardy it is not because the fault lies altogether 
with the Community; nor is it due to a lack of interest or 
unwillingness on the part of our leaders to promote the 
welfare of the College. The story of the last decade is 
full of the efforts made by the Jewish ‘War Memorial 
(now the Memorial Council) to effect some sort: of financial 
stability in our seminary and to bring it in closer 
harmony with modern requirements. These endeavours have 
only met with partial success in spite of the utmost good 
will and readiness to compromise. The College to-day stands 
higher in the estimate of the Community than it did ten 
years ago, but it has not yet -established itself in public 
affection. For some reason or other it pursues its disgruntled 
path with contentment neither within nor without its walls. 
lf seems that the occasion of its re-settlement in another locale 
should also be the occasion for an internal stocktaking to 
discover what can be left in the. old building with infinite 
advantage to the future of the College in its new home. 

It is a regrettable fact that a spirit of unrest and dis- 


satisfaction prevails within the College. It shows itself in. the 


‘general relationship between the members-of the Staff and in 


the demeanour of the students. We had occasion some weeks 
ago to Gomment on the studied iysult levelled at the new hostel 
by the. body of students who absented themselves from the 
opening ceremony. We hear reports of frequent secessions of 
students who betake themselves to other avocations. Nor are 
these students the least distinguished academically of. the 
alumni: in fact. men with creditable records at Oxford or 
Cambridge have found life at Jews’ College so uncongenial or 
intolerable that they have forsaken their original intention 
to enter the Ministry and bidden farewell to their early ambition. 
If we are correct, one of the main ideas that influenced the 
promoters of the War Memorial to subsidise Jews’ College, was 
the creation of a link between Jews’ College and Oxford and 
Cambridge whereby promising students could be given the 
opportunity of a course of study af one of the older universities 
preparatory to, or subsequent to, their training at Jews’ College. 
it was an ideal scheme to provide a wider scope than the narrow 
atmosphere of a denominational college. But it has had this 
result, that some of those who have enjoyed the advantages of a 
university training and all it gives, have found the life at Jews’ 
College so parrow and its atmosphere so cramping that they 
annot adapt themselves to the new and strange conditions. 
The fault may lie partly with the student, but its roots go 
deeper. The truth is that Jews’ College has not moved in line with 
other similar training scheols. It may be that the curriculum 
is too ambitious, or that thé hours of study are too exacting; or 
that the number of attendances required at lectures are too 
many, or that the standard of ex xaminations is too high, or that 
insufficient allowance is made for the development of individual 
bent, or that too much is demanded of a body of overworked 
professors. It is nearer the truth to suggest that all these 
factors play a part in creating a state of affairs which we 
would like to see remedied. To expend large sums of money 
on the education and subsidy of students who adopt other 
careers is to defeat the objects of Jews’ College ; to admit 
all and sundry to the College on the strength of Hebrew 
knowledge, and in many cases to train, ostensibly for 
the Anglo-Jewish Ministry,.men who are unlikely ever to be 
fitted for it, is damaging to the College. The remedy would 
seem to lie in the adoption of some other method for the choice 
of students and their supervision during their residence at 
College. Too much responsibility is placed upon an overworked 


Principal ; his, function should be to; teach: and. oversee the; 


of his Staff. ‘What ig. required is the creation of 
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position analogous to that filled by the Vice-Chancellors of the 
newer universities, who are men of wide general culture capable 
of co-ordinating students of varying tastes and mental calibre 
into a corporate body. Such a one acts as a medium between 
the student and the College, and by identifying himself 
with the lives of the students, he, in reality, creates the proper 
atmosphere. He is their guide and their tutor at the same 
time: he marks their progress and keeps them up to the 
standard. It seems that there would be abundant opportunity 
for such an official at Jews’ College to re-organise the College in 
such a way as to stimulate its apparently arrested development 
and, by excising some of the abuses which have been allowed 
to creep in, set our oge theological seminary upon a stronger 
foundation to enable it’ to function, as we hope it will, to the 
ever'asting credit of Anglo-Jewry. 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


Watchman,” in last week’s Jewisu Curonicie, taking as. his 
text the impending opening of the new Communal Centre, wrote 
optimistically of the possibility of the rationalisation and co-ordination 
of our charities and institutions as a consequence of their concentration 
under a single roof. If this should come about, as it well may, we may 
see the establishment of something hke a Communal “ Civil Service ” 
in a more literal sense than we use the phrase at present. The admin- 
istrative amalgamation of two or more institutions need not involve 
the loss of the identity of any of them, but it would justify the employ- 
ment of more highly qualified officials than the separate institutions 
could afiord to engage. It would also facilitate the adoption of a 
pensions scheme. This would be more economical for the Community 
than the present happy-go-lucky methods, and would also be an extra 
inducement to allure competent administrators into Communal service. 
* Watchman,” of course, did not ignore the other benefits that 
the Centre will confer on the Communit y—the fine Library and Museum, 
and also the existence of a social centre for organisations like-the B'nai 
B'rith whose activities are not merely administrative. It is true that 
the facilities for social activitees are likely to be more restricted, at 
first, at any rate, than many people would wish.. This is chiefty due 
to the prevailing economic conditions. Social activities take up more 
floor space than administrative, and as the building is being let, very 
wisely, on strictly commercial terms, there is no organisation that 
can at present afford to hire sufficient accommodation for large club 
raoms or to provide kitchen arrangements on a large scale. So far 
as the dominant spirits in the enterprise are concerned, I believe that 
they are chiefly concerned with what I call the ‘“‘ Whitehall ” aspect 
of the Centre, that is, they view it rather as office accommodation for 
the various departments of the Communal Civil Service. The building, 
indeed (apart from the quarters allotted to Jews’ College and the 
Library) has been designed from. this standpoint. Nevertheless, if 
economic conditions impreve, and organisations like the B’nai B'rith 
are able to increase their membership, we shall undoubtedly see an 
extension of the social activities of the Centre. 


The financing of the building has not, I think, yet been explained 
to the Community. As I understand it, none of the organisations 
who are renting floor space are getting off cheaply at the expense of 
other organisations ; all are paying a fair rent based on the value of 
land in that part of London. In due course an appeal will have to be 
made to the Community for the balance of the money which has still 
to be found, but that will not be for some little time to come. In the 


meantime, the money is being borrowed at a very reasonable rate of 
interest. 


The German Presidential Election. 


The present month is fraught with anxiety for the Jews of Germany, 
The Presidential Election is to be held on March 13th, though if no 
candidate secures an absolute majority a second ballot will be held in 
April. Four candidates are in the field, but the issue lies between 
Field-Marshal von Hindenburg and Herr Hitler. Rumours of the 
curious shifts to which Hitler might resort in order to secure German 
citizenship and eligibility-for the office of President have lent a touch 


of comedy to the political scene and have provided material for the 


cartoonist. He has now, by a political “job,” been made an official 
member of the Brunswick Government service and-a German citizen, 
There is some ground for believing that he was reluctant to put his 
fortungs to.the proof at this juncture, but has been jockeyed into it by 
his more impetuous followers. Close observers of the*situation feel 
that his chances of ousting Hindenburg are extremely remote. The

Charity Begins at Home ? 

I learn from the South African Jewish papers that Dr. Weis) ann’ 
campaign for funds for the Palestine Movement has been a source 
of no little concern to some of the local charities. The Jewish Women’s 
Benevolent Society of Johannesburg, for example, found itse!!, after 


thirty-nine years of charitable work, without any fiffls, a}: hough 
between £2,000 and £53,000 was needed to help four hundred w. 


nen 
and children who were reported to be in danger of starving. 1+ was, 
therefore, not to be wondered at that those responsible for the Society 
began to look askance at the money that was being drawy ov of 
the country for Palestine. 

The problem is naturally one that faces Jews in other countries 
in this time of economic crisis. It cannot be settled by the. application 
of any process of logic ; it must be solved empirically. Local c|)aritics 
must and will be kept going as well as possible, but the clains of 


Palestine cannot be’ ignored. As Mrs, Bertha Solomon pointed out 
in Johannesburg, the question whether charity should not begin at 
home does not really arise. ‘“ The rebuilding of a Nationa! Home 
for the Jews is not charity. It is a great national task to which Jews 
all over the world have set their hands, but it does not mean that 
Jews will neglect their own.” 


The same problem arises in the case of other organisations which 
are engaged in collecting funds for Jews abroad. There is, for example, 
the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. There is also thie Ort- 
Oze, which is at the moment engaged in a collecting campaign, t hough 
in this case the proceeds are invested in tools, ete., which are bought 
here and sent abroad. I do not think that the time-has yet come 
when the Community can say that it has not the wherewitha! beth 
to keep its own charities going, and also to indicate that tho fate 
of its co-religionists abroad is still a matter of concern to it. Suls¢np- 
tions will undoubtedly be reduced on every hand so long as the income 
tax remains at its present figure and trade does not improve, but 
what can be spared should be distributed over home charitics, the 
Palestine Movement and foreign charities to the best of the ¢ nor’s 
judgment. This is where the co-ordination of charities woul! have 
played a useful role if it had been possible to put it into operation.

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the ban on migration is all of a piece with these extraordinary 
inanities. These latter bar the way to the free movement of goods and 
money. Theimmigration ban extendstheimpedimenttomen. You 
can trace the development easily. First, no foreigners admitted [ 
Next, higher tariffs—no foreign goods wanted, and no native money 
to be used to purchase them! It is as though a great epidemic were 
raging over the world, and each nation, terrified of pollution, held 
the others at bay and shut itself up in more or less complete isola- 
tion. It is the reductio ad absurdum of the Nationalist frenzy ; and, 
instead of belabouring the Japanese for theirincursion into Manchuria, 
the world will be better advised to retrace its own steps, to reverse 
its narrow policies in respect of merchandise and men, to break 
down the barriers which are far more amazing than the Chinese 
Wall which it has regarded, for centuries, with such lofty superiority, 
and-——this holds specially. good for Christian peoples—to pay some- 
thing more than lip homage, at all events in the field of immigration, 
to the principles of brotherhood which it has shamed in the political 
sphere. Until it has re-established the reign of sanity im the one, 
there is no hope of peace in the other. That is, surely, one of the 
prime lessons of the Far Eastern disaster ! 
HERE is another aspect of the present turmoil which merits the 
profoundest thought of those who look beyond the alarms of 
the present moment. Years ago I remember the ex-Kaiser brought 
on himself general resentment and derision by drawing a cartoon 
which was meant to represent the gravity of the “ yellow peril.” 
The world could not really take seriously the prospect of danger 
from the hundreds of millions of peaceful Chinese, who despised 
generals and the military art, taught in their military text-books 
that the soldiers in battle should frighten the enemy by 
making hideous grimaces, and, if I am not mistaken, still 
fought, in many instances, with bow and arrow. The stubborn 
and skilful resistance put up to the Japanese attack, which has 
astonished the whole world, and: not least Japan, shows us how far 
the Chinaman has travelled since the days of the Kaiser's cartoon. 
Perhaps the Imperial exile at Doorn is enjoying a moral 
revenge. Years of internal warfare have sharpened the military 
sense of the Chinaman, and he has learnt the art of war from his 
Christian friends to increasing purpose. Meanwhile, Britain’s treaty 
with Japan enabled ber to overthrow the might of Russia and to 
establish herself as a first-class military Power. To-day the first 
serious challenge to the West, and its Leagues and Pacts of Peace, 
has come from the East.. The Kaiser's picture may have been 
drawn in too lurid colours, but has Western civilisation nothing to 
fear and no cause for misgiving in the present trend of develop- 
ments? . Is white quite so predominant over yellow and black—the 
negro population of America grows ever more numerous—in 
what may be called the world flag? I do not wish to 
be guilty of far-fetched fears, or to be charged with looking too long 
a way ahead. But it is, at all events, the function of statesmen to 
peer into the future and take note of possibilities, however 
apparently remote. The white nations must realise that the 
attitude of mutual isolation, and of warfare, now open and now 
disguised, must wear away their vitality, reduce their resisting 
power and pave the way, af any rate, to greater power for the 
yellow under-dog, if not to worse.

“IT HAS NOT KEPT ITS WORD." 


Some plain speaking on the British Government's administra- 
tion in Palestine wasa feature of the interview which Shalom Asch 
the world renowned Yiddish novelist, who is on a visit to this 
country, accorded me for THE JEWisHh CHRONICLE (writes our 
representative). 

Shalom Asch, who was born in Kutno (Poland) in 1880, has 
written over twenty-five books which deal with Jewish life, historical 
and present day. One of the main characteristics of his works is a 
passionate longing to be in close contact with nature which is some- 
thing not apart from him, but the very core of his being. This 
characteristic becomes very apparent, also, from the fact that the 
majority of the heroes of some of his earlier novels hail from small 
towns and villages, where Man feels himself at one with Mother Earth. 

We met in rather unfortunate circumstances, for when I called 
at his hotel I found Mr. Asch indisposed in bed, but since his stay in 
London was only of very short duration and he had promised to see 
me, the interview was not called off although, in the circumstances, 
it was of a somewhat spasmodic character. We were also handi- 
capped by the fact that the telepbone bell was ringing every few 
minutes during our conversation. 

Shalom Asch told me that he had been invited to come over by 
the P.E.N. Club, of which he is a very enthusiastic member, and many 
of whose International Congresses he has attended as the guest of 
honour of the organising centre. He has paid a number of visits to 
Palestine, the last occasion being two years ago. 

“ What were your impressions of your visit ?"’ I asked him. 

‘It is a beautiful country tolive in for people who have money,” 
he replied, “and who have SOM. It is not a place, however, for 
Jews who have got no means at their disposal. Apart from this 
fact, Palestine will only hold a few Jews and, in my opinion, does 
not solve the Jewish problem.” 

A Child of Orthodoxy. 

Sbalom Asch was brought up inan orthodox Jewish atmosphere 
as a child; and this traditional training has obviously left its 
impress upon the character and outlook of the man, for he told 


me incidentally that he was all for a religious Judaism, and he is a 


great admirer of the Bible. 

Speaking feelingly and indignantly about the way the Jews 
have been treated in Palestine he said: 

“We were led to believe when Great itain became the 
Mandatory Power for Palestine, that Pales¥ine would become a 
Jewish National Home, but to our great disappointment and dismay 
it has become nothing of the kind. Great Britain has not kept to 
the terms of the Mandate. She promised to make ‘Palestine a 
Jewish Home. And what doesa Jewish Home mean? Surely as 
much a home as Britain is a home forthe British. Butshe mrp done 
nothing for the Jews. Do you know what I call Palestine? 
it anew Galut. We can, of course, quite appreciate the di 
with which the British Government and the Palestine Adminis sation 
are confronted in Palestine, but even makirg due allowance for 
these difficulties, the fact still remains that nothing has been?done 
to help in the upbuilding of the Jewish National Home.” 

“ What do you, suggest ought to be done,” I asked. 

“Well,” he replied, shrugging his shoulders, “ 
nation and we cannot declare war on Great Britain.” 

In a passing reference to Jabotinsky, Shalom Asch expressed 
his conviction that the Revisionist leader was not right in his 
attitude, obviously meaning that he was too aggressive and extreme

But Mr. Asch has not lost faith in the sense of justice and in the 
integrity of the British people, for he declared in the very next 
sentence that “we still believe, not in the politicians of Great 
Britain, but in the conscience of the British people, and we ought to 
do everyting poesible to make our position clear to the masses of 
the nation.” 

Shalom Asch described himself not as a Zionist, but as a lover 
of Palestine. 

“ Have you made a study of Jewish life in the Ghetto of London, 
and if so, do you intend writing a novel based on it?” 

“No, I haven't,” came the reply, ‘ "but I will look round your 
Ghetto and maybe one day x 

Shalom Asch told me that he hadn’ t formed any se vt oo of 
English Jews as a whole. 

“Who is your favourite English author ?” 

“ Unhesitatingly, Thomas Hardy.” 

Shalom Asch also told me that he is a great admirer of 
Shakespeare, Dickens and Keats, with all-of whose works he is 
thoroughly familiar. “ They have all - them written great gems of 
English literature,” he added.

Slaughter of Animals Bill. 
ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION AT FIRST READING. 

On Tuesday in the House of Commons, Lt-Col. Moore (C., Ayr 
Burghbs) introduced a Humane Slaughter of Animals Bill. The Bill, 
said Col. Moore, had passed its second reading last year, but was 
in Committee when the political crisis arose—”“ and animals,” he 
remarked, “have accordingly suffered.” Members of all parties 
have backed the Bill, which was presented amid cheers from all 
parts of the House, It was formally read a first time. 


There is evident determination on the part of those who are 
backing this Bill to force the Government to grant facilities for 
its passage during the present sessio : (writes our Parliamentary 
Correapondent). The Bill has not yet been printed, but I learn that 
the Clause exempting Shechita will embody the proposal for a 
Rabbinical Commission to license Shochetim. 1 understand that 
the suggested constitution of the Rabbinical Commission is still 
not acceptable to the ultra-orthodox section of the Community, 
and there are indications that unless a commugal arrangement can 
be definitely arrived at, further lebbying will be indulged in by 
those holding extreme views on the subject, and an &mendment 


increasing the representation of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congrégations from one to two is likely to appear on the order paper.

A POPULAR JEWISH HISTORY. 


‘Outlines of Jewish History, by Lady Magnus (New Edition, with 
additional chapters by Dr. Cecil Roth) (Published for the Jewish 
Memorial Council by Myers & Co.). 


Reviewed by the Rev. S. LEVY. 

It is a sure sign of the greater interest now taken in Jewish 
history, that in response to a steady demand, a new edition of this 
book bas recently been ae om for the Jewish Memorial Council. 
This work originally appearefin 1886, and soon won its way into 
firm favour because of the skill and completeness with which the 
rich and varied story of Israel's fortunes was told in if, Thee was 
then a serious need for a popular and reliable book which would 
enable Jews to know something of their own history. Lady Magnus 
brought exceptional qualifications to the task of filling this gap and 
providing a coherent survey, suitable for reading in schools and 
homes. The work showed a firmness of grasp and economy of 
expression which were the obvious result of a wide and intimate 
knowledge of the subject. The author further possessed a charm of 
narrative styte, an artist's power of selection, and a gift for synthesis 
of the vast accumulation of material. She thus contrived to 
breathe vitality into her history, and produced a book remarkable 
for its union of range and compression, which can still be studied 
with enjoyment and profit by young and old a'ike. 

Dr. Cecil Roth has been entrusted with the difficult task of 
bringing the work upto date. He has done his part admirably and 
has scrupulously avoided all temptations to mere word-spinning, 
His additional chapters are carefully but effectively written and are 
perfect in sympathy, understanding and proportion. Dr. Roth has 
furnished one more illustration of the fact that it takes a complete 
master of bis subject to write upon it briefly and intelligibly. The 
1924 reprint included the addition of two genealogical tables -com- 
piled by the Rev. Michael Adler, relating to the Maccabean and 
Herodian families. These tables are wisely retained in the present 
issue. Another new and useful feature is the insertion of four 
additional maps. These are reproduced from Marglis and Marx's 
“History of the Jewish People,’ by permission the Jewish 
Publication Society of America. 

* Outlines of Jewish History’ has long established itself as an 
entrancing guide to the less experienced over the long range of 
Jewish history. In its revised form, it is destined to make a fresh 
and successful bid for the attention and affection of a new genera- 
tion of readers. The price of the school edition is three shillings, 
and of the prize edition three shillings and sixpence. 


JEWISH RESEARCH: IN AMERICA. 


“roceedings of the American Academy for Jewish Research for 
tne Year 1931 (Jewish Publication Society of America, Philadelphia).

The American Academy for Jewish Research, organised in 1920 
for the purpose of furthering Jewish learning, has issued its pro. 
ceedings of the year 1930-1 (Jewish Publication Society of America, 
Philadelphia). The volume consists of Papers presented at a 
public meeting held in December, 19380; and, although all the 
Papers are learned, they are not devoid of interest for the general 
reader. Dr. I. Efros, who occupies pride of: place, offers a few 
glosses on the Hebrew and Arabic texts of Judah Halevi's Kusari— 
glosses which are helpful for a better understanding of some 
of the philosophic terms and ideas in Halevi’s masterpiece. 
The problem of Jewish influence on Mobhammedanism is dealt with 
by Dr. J. Finkel in “Old Israelitish Tradition in the Koran.” 
While confirming Geiger’s main thesis on the subject, he disputes 
the general assumption that the Judaism that filtered into Arabia 
was always in accord with the spirié of the Talmud or the Bible. 

“ The Hebrew Origin of thie Term Gnomon”—the astronomical 
instrument in the shape of the carpenter's square used by ancients to 
measure time—is the highly learned contribution by Dr. S.Gandz. He 
connects it with the word “Gam” 83 or ON3, occurring frequently in the 
Mishna and Talmud, the original form of which he finds preserved in 
the letter 7. That all the post-talmudic substitutes for the Tetra- 
grammaton, of which he presents us with the formidable list of 
eighty-three, are but graphic developments of the old abbreviation 
Yod He is the plausible theory advanced in Dr. J. Z. Lauterbach’s 
Paper.

That is all Tasked. It is my opinion that communal charities 
would gladly support the “ Jewish Parliament.” The attempts made 
in the past proved abortive only because it was the charities them- 
selves and those primarily interested in specific charities, who 
participated, with the not unexpected result that personal views 
predominated. Only when unprejudiced and dispassionate con- 
sideration is given to the problen, can there be any tangible outcome. 

Mr. Rowson’s letter crystallises the purport of many messages 
which have reached me indicating that there is a considerable body 
of public opinion overwhelming!y in support of some enegetic step 
being taken without delay, to prevent our essential philanthropic 
bodies drifting into the chaos and despair these depressing economic 
times foreshadow.

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The Limits of Self-Depreciation. 


From Mr. REGINALD V. FELDMAW. 
To the Editor of Tor JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,—It is characteristic of this generation that it exaggerates 
both its merits and defects; and “ Watchman’s” reflections on the 
cultural void of Anglo-Jewry is but an instance of this failure of 
balanced self-evaluation. While we gratefully recognise the 
intellectual fertility and literary charm of the trio whom he 
mentioned, it would be uncritical to pretend that they were out- 
standing for speculative depth or discovery of fresh methods; 
and anybody who recalls that recent list of Jews College 
publications will see ‘that’ Anglo-Jewry is by no means lacking 
in able works of solid and unpretentious eruditon, well docu- 


mented and. within the limit of their subject-matter, agreeably 


presented. That the inspiration of Zangwill is still alive is shown 
by the obvious example of Louis Golding, while works such as 
“Eighteen Centuries of Jewish Contributions to Civilisation,” by 
Laurie Magnus, or the brilliant monographs of the author of the 
“ Jewish Communi'y in Venice,” indicate that the talent of the late 
Joseph Jacobs has not been extinguished. Again the cases of 
A. Wolf and Leon Roth show that we are not unrepresented in the 
domain of Philosophy. Nor should we be ungrateful for the 
“ Affirmations of Judaism,’ or the new Commentary on the Bible, 
which seem definite advances on anything which our parents may 
have possessed. The works of Charles Myers, Redctiffe N. Salaman, 
W. M. Feldman and Charles Seligman in medicine, anthropology and 
kindred subjects, and the sociological labours of Jewish teachers at 
the London School of Economics all represent a high standard of 
achievement in the departmental sciences. Naturaliy, writing as 
I do from memory, I merely mention a few of the most obvious cases 
that jump to my mind, and omit many others whom each can supply 
for h mse'f. 

As regards the “ younger generation" in the narrower sense of 
the term, the majority have not yet had the time or opportunity to 
focus and integrate the high general average of natural intelligence 
and lively Pan-Jewish sympathies which they most certainly 
possess; and, even if this diffused floating mass of cultural 
sensitivity does not yet particularise itself in definito achievements, 
it provides the soil and background for a revival of Anglo-Jewish 
culture which I am quite convinced will take place in the near 
future. Everywhere there are ric and latent possibilities which 
inspiration aud a more congenial environment will kindle into 
flame. At present the volume of talent is scattered and dissipated 
in ep»emeral activities which the and economic unrest of the 
age deprive of a more permanent form. 

Finally, the bad attendance at literary societies is not really so 
alarming. One gets so much from books, wireless and the press, 
that it is doubtful to what extent most lectures can really provide 
a fresh oracle or untapped information, while the art; of dancing 
and dalliance are a natural and often graceful relief from the 
t.dium of daily routine. Nowadays the function of literary societies 
is not so much to discuss lectures as to diminish extermarriage ; 
an, if they succeed, we may well be grateful. 

Curiously enough the weak point has been overlooked. We 
have found no spiritual heirs.to types such as the late Lady Magnus 
or Nina Salaman. Why this should be so is a question I leave for 
the sociologists. I need hardly mention that these obvious points 
did not escape “ Watchman,” and he quite rightly thought that any 


stimulus that could shake inertia or smite self-complacency was all - 


to the good. Self-questioning is the beginning of Wisdom.

ETCHINGS AND DRYPOINTS IN BOND STREET. 


Mr. S. Van Abbé, A.R.E., is represented at the exhibition of 
original etchings and drypoints at the Galleries of Messrs. James 
Connell and Sons, Ltd., in Old Bond Street. His humorous incidents 
of foreign travel, though strictly only illdstrations are so closely- 
observed and so successfully carried ont, that one cannot begrudge 
them a; lace among the more permanent things that one associates 
with the etcher’s art. “The Boulevard” (No. 14) is PuncH at its best. 

This is an interesting exhibition, for all schools are represented 
from the dry architecture of Rushbury and Tushingham to the 
romanticism of S. M. Litten. For Mr. Litten is not the pure 
decorator he would probably have us think, and when he throws an 
artificial light on his buildings (whether the Ca d'Oro at Venice, the 
bridge at Avignon or an Edinburgh slum) he is romanticising all 
too plainly. 

The most interesting work comes from two young men—Stanley 
Angus and Grabam Clilverd. Mr. Clilverd, who usually works with 
a drypoint, strikes the balance between the Rushbury and the Litten 
schools.

How explain it? How explain any popular prejudice—the fear 
. witches, belief in superstitions, or stories of Ghosts ? At bottom 
rerman is a simple Simon; Appeal to his sentiment and you 
ust him round your little finger. Handle him skilfully and 
get him to believe the most outlendish nonsense. Add to 
our appeal a grain of envy and a touch of greed, and he wil do 
anything for you, 

or the last fifty years and more there has circulated in Europe 
aid America a curious doctrine about races. We heard much about 
vhite and coloured races, about the White Man's Burden and about 
\ordics and Mediterranean races. In the United States even hard. 
ieaded politicians were bitten by the virus, and legislation was 
».ssed in Washington limiting the admission of immigrants accord 
ug to the obscure nonsense of Nordics and Southern races. Sound 
ommonsense got the better of this stupid theory, and decent. 
uinded people were rather ashamed of the figure cut by the U.S.A.

“ussives, Viriles and Decadents. 

Now it is Germany’s turn. As far back as 1758 a Swedish 
»otanist, Karl von Linné, broke away from the Bible teaching of 
‘he origin of man—that all men traced their origin to two common 
parents—and propounded a theory of four race groups—European, 
\siatic, Black and American ! 
- race skulls—that races can be characterised by differences of 
measurement. 

These doctrines received something of a set-back by the French 
‘evolution with its call for Liberty, Equality and Fraternity. Had 
‘ie Battle of Waterloo ended differently, perhaps these three slogans 
‘night have moulded the history of mankind in the last century ina 
ashion more in accord with commonsense. As it was, the reaction 
which followed Waterloo drew its inspiration from a strange sort of 
‘\omanticism, which expressed itself in literature and also in a new 
orientation about races. The form this took was a glorification of 
the Aryan races and the suggestion that the flower and perfection of 
the Aryan races were the Germans. Puffed up with conceit and self- 
praise, the Germans looked down on all other races ; and particularly 
did they look down on the Jews. In the Middle Ages the Jew was 
hated; in the eighteenth century he was the object not of hatred 
but of scorn. He was hated in the earlier period by reason of 
religious differences, he was scorned in the later period because he 
was not of the Germanic clans. 

The race-mongers showed their contempt of the coloured races, 
the blacks and the browns—including the Chinese: Then they 
turned to the. Semites, admitting that the Semites were white but 
not quite as white as the Germans. In Count Gobineau all this

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This theory soon developed into that . 
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sentimental Romanticism produced the theory that the Aryans were 
responsible for all that is great in civilisation. Theirs was all creative 
production, all science, all art. Of the Aryan races the Germans 
were the crown and glory; the Germans were marked by intelli- 
wr loyalty, staying power, honour. Talk about the Choséh 
People! Gobinesu gave an anti-Jewish direction to the race 
theories, alleging that all that was good and great in history was 
Aryan achievement, and all that was low and ewl a Semitic 
contribution. 

Gobineau’s mantle fell on Nietzsche and Richard Wagner. Of 
Nietzsche, Englishmen heard a good. deal during the war fferiod as 
being the prophet of German Ruthlessness. Think of the “ Bosch "’ 
and the “ Hun,” and you recall Nietzsche. As for Wagner, how he 
glorified Germanism in his operas! If he had Jeft it at that, his 
reputation as a great musician would not have been tarnished by 
bad politics. The anti-Semitism of Richard Wagner was notorious. 
His son-in-law, Houston Stewart Chamberlain, outstripped even 
Wagner. Chamberlain's Foundations of the Nineteenth Century 
was a mad glorification of all that was German. Chamberlain, 
himself an Englishman who had become Germanised, was even 
more royalist than the King. No wonder the ex-Emperor William 
took the two volumes of Houston Stewart Chamberlain to his 
In his glorification of German achievement Chamberlain 
minimised the contributions to ci: ilisation of other peoples, and he 
showered all the bitterness of his soul on the Jews. The .Jews for 
him embodied all that was evil in, mankind; such a people could 
not have produced Jesus. Chamberlain informed the world that 
Jesus was a German ! 

Could further? But it did. A school-of race 
theorists followed in the footsteps of Houston Stewart Chamberlain 
and their doctrines have been swallowed open-mouthed by many 
Germans. The Mitlerists have written these race theories in large 
letters an their banners. God's own races are the Aryans; chief of 
the Aryan tribes are the Germans. The Germans possess the 
highest moral, intellectual and physical qualities. At the other 
énd of the human scale—the mortal foes of the Germans—are the 
Jews. Once a Jew, the Hitlerists preach, always a Jew. Baptism 
does not help. Baptism does not wash away the evil qualities of 
the Jew. Unbaptised and baptised Jews arein the same category. 
To wipe out the Jews is one of the holiest duties of the Germans. 

During the War the Germans drew on themselves the con. 
tempt and scorn of the civilised world. Ecrasez linfame 
was on French lips. The War is now disappearing into the 
limbo of memory. People are apt to be considerate to the 
Germans: But have the Germans really changed their hearts? 
Millions of them support the policy of Hitler, which is marked by a 
mad, perverted, nonsensical race theory, the niainspring of which 
is a blind adoration of Germanism and a jaundiced contempt for all 
other peoples, among whom the Jews rank first. Anyone who reads 
what the Hitlerist papers write about Jews must feel that the 
“ Bosch” and the “ Hun” are as alive as ever. He migétt be led to 
believe that Germans can do no wrong, that criminal offences 
in Germany are committed only by Jews, and that German men and 
women are perfect specimens of mankind—good, noble, faithful 
and true. 

Place this nonsense on one side. On the other write down the 
Hebrew prophet’s cry" Have we not all one father, hath not one 
God“treated us?” Write down the Jewish stress on pity, kindness, 
neighbourliness. ~Write down—” Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself.” Write down the whole of the Sermon on the Mount, hewn 
out of Jewish quartz. Look on this picture and on that. The Hitlerist 
anti-Jewish standpoint is rooted in this race madness. Yet, is not the 
race but the Family writlarge? What isto be thought of a Family— 
large“ or small—which boastingly declares that it hates other 
families? During the War, the “Bosch” and the “Hun” were 
equivalent to Germans, During the economic crisis following on 
the War. “ Bosch ” and “ Hun” have become equivalent to Hitlerist. 
One can only thank Heaven that Germany, despite the difficulties of 
the present situation, still counts a goodly company of sane people,

The Three Great Dangers. 
The Forthcoming Presidential Election. 


Interview with Dr. HEINRICH STERN. 


A first-hand account of the Jewish situation in Germany has 
been supplied to me by no less a leader in the Communal life of 
Germany, than Dr. Heinrich Stern, President of the Berlin Jewish 
Community (writes a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE). 

Dr. Stern, who has been over here in connection with the 
meetings of the Governing Body of the World Union of Liberal 
Jews, is in a peculiar position to speak, for not only does he live in 
the Capital of his country but, being a lawyer by profession, he 
comes in contact with considerable numbers of non-Jews by: whom 
he is held in the highest esteem. 

In the opening passages of our conversation, Dr. Stern, speaking 
of the future position of German Jewry in a general sort of way, 
said he was by nature an optimist, and he was also optimistic so far 
as that Happily there had been no

Economically, German Jewry was in a bad way, a most lament- 
able feature being the almost complete breakdown of the Jewish 
middle-classes who hitherto had contributed substantially towards 
the support of various Jewish Charities and the maintenance of a 
large number of Institutions. 

The Rosh Hashana Riots 

Dealing with the attacks of last Rosh Hashana, Dr. Stern 
stressed their seriousness, not from the point of view of any damage 
done, but because they took the form of an .organised onslaught 
upon Jews who happened at the time to be coming away from their 
Synagogue service. 

In agder to get at all the available facts, I asxed Dr. Stern 
whether the Jews of Germany offered the slightest peg on which 
their haters ‘nl detractors could hang an excuse for any acts of 

violence against them. . This is what he said: 

" The Jews of Germany are perfectly good and law-abiding 
citizens. Of course, we have our Communists just as any other 
section of the population has theirs. But the irony of it all is that 
those Jews who were attacked when leaving the Svnagogue, were not 
Communists. but belonged to the bourgeois element of the 
population. 

3 Replying (o Tarther questions, Dr. Stern said he did not personally 
know Hitler who lived in Munich, but they had the pleasure, he 
added, sarcastically, of having his Lieutenant, Goebbels, in Berlin. 
and Goebbels constituted a greater danger to the. Jews than did 
Hitler himself. Goebbels was also a more effective speaker, and, as 
leader of the Left Wing of the Sox ialist Section of the Nazi Party, 
it was his job to Win over as mm: wy of the masses—the workers—as 
possible. 

l asked Dr. Stern what he, as leader of the Berlin Jewish 
Community, did at the time of the attacks in question. 

‘Immediately they occurred,” he replied,’ and a few others 
went to the Police President and to the Minister of the Interior 
(whose position corresponds to that of the British Home Secretary) 
and the latter told us that the Police were strong enough to deal with 
any repetition of the attacks. Asa matter of fact, when Yom Kippur 
came round the Police kept a careful and constant vigil around the 
precincts of the Synagogues in case of any further disturbances.” 

The Central Union of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith. 
said Dr. Stern, had also been doing all it could to counteract the 
anti-Semitic propaganda of the Nazis and while in London he had 
been in consultation with the Joint Foreign Committee, and had 
stressed the three following points: 

First, that while be did not think that the rights of the German. 
born Jew were in jeopardy, there was a distinct danger of the expul. 
sion of foreign Jews living in the country. In this connection the 
whole of German Jewry was united in insisting that everything 
possible must be done to avert such a calamity. | 

Secondly, there was the danger of a blow being struck at the 
German Jew by prohibiting his appointment to any of the Judiciary 
or Professorial positions. 

Thirdly—and this he considered the greatest menace—there 
was the economic boycott of Jews which was already beginning to 
make itself felt particularly in the smaller towns where the Jewish 
merchant had hitherto done well. One of Hitler's clarion calls was 
“ Don't buy from the Jews.” Asa result of this economic boycott in 
the smaller towns, Jews were migrating into the big cities. 

“What,” I asked, “is the attitude of the non-Jewish German 
masses towards this anti-Semitic programme of Hitler? ”’ 

“The Catholic element of Germany,” came the answer, “ the 
mass of workers, and the old Liberal middle-classes who are not in 
& particularly powerful position just now, are definitely against this 
pzogramme. Unfortunately, the university students were almost 
invariably anti-Semitic.” 

“What do you attribute this prejudice to?”

“But what, in my opinion, ought to be 
done is that European and American Jewry should set up a Com 
mittee with the object of discussing ways and means of combating 
anti-Semitism not only in Germany, but in other countries such «s 
Poland and Rumania.” 

Replying to-my question whether he thought Hitler’s_anti- 
Semitic campaign would make any appreciable progress, Dr. Stern 
replied that so much depended upon the result of the Prussian 
elections next May. It was to be hoped, of course, that the 
Republicans would secure a majority. 

As to the attitude of Field-Marshal von Hindenburg, Dr. Stern 
said that the aged President was a very retiring and cautious mau 
who stood for the unity of all sections of the population, and bis 
attitude towards the Jews was of a friendly character. German 
Jewry naturally hoped that he would be re-elected. 

“ Are you hopeful,” I asked Dr. Stern in the concluding passages 
of our interview, “ that this present anti-Semitic epidemic will soon 
disappear ? 

“It all depends,” he said, “ upon the economic situation which 
is world-wide in extent. When the economic situation is bad it is 
usually the Jew who is the "D5 and I am hopeful that as soon as 
it becomes normal again the present outbursts against the Jews in 
Germany will come to an end.”

tlandreds of thousands of Jewish children in Eastern Europe 
are underfed; scores of thousands of them are literally starving. 
‘The Oze and Toz School doctors find a deterioration in the children’s 
health. Fainting fits in school as a result of starvation are a frequent 
occurrence. In view of this, the Oze and Toz decided to do all in 
their power to organise the feeding of the children. Unfortunately, 
the lack of means prevents these Societies from organising on a large 
scale. So far, lunches have been provided for about 35,000 school 
children in Poland, Lithuania, Latvia and Rumania.

In order to intensify the nourishment 
of the more delicate children they are given cod liver oil, a special 
fund having been raised.for this purpose by the Central Board of the 
0ze in Berlin. The Oze appeal for fands has met with a favourable 
response in Norway, Denmark and Germany. In Oslo, a considerable 
sum was raised with the help of Rabbi Levitass and the local Jewish 
paper HATIKVAH, In Copenhagen, a Ladies’ Committee was formed 
under the Chairmanship of Madame Melchoir.

POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC PROBLEMS IN PALESTINE, 
Vrofqssor S. Brodetsky, speaking on behalf of the Zionist 

Executive at a Press Conference held on Monday afternoon in the 
Conference Room of the Zionist Organisation Offices, 77, Great 
Russell Street, emphatically denied rumours of any discussions to 
about a Jewish-Arab agreement on the basis of a division

The Conference was presided over by Mr. Berl Locker. 

~ I would like to take this opportunity,” said Professor 
brodetsky, “ of once more declaring categorically that the Executive 
Is absolutely unaware of any discussions on any such proposal a8 
that which forms the subject of these rumours. The Executive has 
never been engaged, and is not at the present moment engaged, in 
any conversations with any Arabs, or Moslems, or with the Man 
datory Power, on this or kindred subjects; the Executive is not 
aware of any Jew, representing the Jewish Agency or not represent 
ing the Jewish Agency, being engaged in any such discussions. The 
Colonial Office has again informed us to-day that it has no knowledge 
of any such proposal. Finally, I would add, on behalf of the, Executive, 
that the basis of its policy has been, and will remain, that announced 
by the President at the last Congress. and that the Executive inter 
prets its functions in the sense that it has no power to depart from this 
policy,and, indeed, thatany proposals of any kind affecting Jewish-Arab 


relations which may come before the Executive from any responsible ° 


source must be immediately placed before the higher authorities o! 
the movement, namely the Actions Committee of the Zionist Organi 
sation and the Administrative Committee of the Jewish Agency. 
Since no such proposals: have at any time reached the Executive 
from any quarter worthy of attention, there is no reason whatever 
why Jewish public opinion should be exercised, about the matter;

and the Reports expected from the. Director of Development. As 
already announced by the Government, Mr. French was working 
on his second Report,:in which he was to propose a definite 
programme of development work. According to information received 
some weeks back, the second Report: should be ready at. an 
early date but the Government had not yet been able to state 
definitely whether this would in fact be the case. There were 
indications to the contrary, since. it seemed that the investiga 
tions with regard to the claims of the so-called “displaced” Arabs, 
as defined in the Prime Minister's letter, were not yet near com 
pletion. It was therefore, not unlikely that some time would even 
vet elapse before the Jewish Agency would be in possession of Mr. 
French's two reports. lt was in connection with this matter that 
he was undertaking his visit to Palestine. Im accordance with the 
Despatch of July, 1931, concerning the Development Scheme, the 
Report of the Director of Development must first be submitted in 
Palestine to the Jewish Agency and the Arab Executive, and then. 
together with the Jewish and Arab views, sent by the High Com 
missioner, with his own observations, to the Secretary of State in 
London. He therefore felt that it was desirable that he should be 
present in Jerusalem when the Reports were received and were 
under discussion by the representatives of the Jewish Agency. He 
was happy to be able to say that Mr. Farbstein was already in 
Palestine, and that Mr. Neumann would a!'<«» be there soon, so that 
they would have a considerable majority of the Executive in Pales- 
tine in order to discuss these Reports. Needless to say, the President, 
Mr. Sokolow, and other members of the Executive outside Palestine 
would be kept fully informed. Further, arrangements had been 
made for consulting the higher authorities of the Zionist Movement 
and of the Jewish Agency without delay if the need for such con- 
sultation arose in connection with these Reports. He could not; of 
course, anticipate Mr. French’s Reports, or deal with the 


ALARMING, AND OFTEN ALARMIST, RUMOURS 
circulated in connection w'!! the first Report which they had not 


yet seen. They were notable to appoint a Jewish Adviser owing to— 


the threat of land legislation in August, 1931, prejudicial to Jewish 
work in Palestine. The question of an Adviser was not practical 
politics now that the Reports were imminent, and the whole matter 
was to be discussed with the Government. Nevertheless, he could 
state that Jewish interests had been watched the whole time, both 
in London and in Jerusalem. The attitude of the Executive with 
regard to the problems of development and land legislation was 
strictly in accordance with the instructions of Congress and Council, 
and they had made clear to the Government, both in London and 


in Jerusalem, the principles that they considered indispensable in 


relation to these matters. “ Much harm,” said Professor Brodetsky, 
* has been caused by a careless reading of statements in the House 
of Commons in relation to the tariff question, so far as it concerns 
Palestine. I would like to make it clear that the question of the 
inclusion of Palestine within the scope of Imperial Preference is

only dealt with in the legislation just passed in the sense that the 
Import Duties Act empowers the Government to include, by Order 


in Council, any Mandated Territory within the scope of exemption 
from the Import Duties, should such inclusion be deemed desirable. 
The Act has now been passed, and it contains a permissive Clause 
to the above effect. We understand that the Secretary of State Is 
personally very anxious that Palestine shall have the benefit of such 
exemption, but the matter is complicated by certain considerations 
of a legal nature. The Government seems to be fully aware of the 
mivantages which would accrue to all sections of the Palestine 
population from the 
EXTENSION OF IMPERIAL PRWEERENCE TO PALESTINE, . 

and all we can do for the moment is to await developments. ‘I have 
no mearis of anticipating how soon a definite decision may be 
expected.” Professor Brodetsky also expressed thanks to Mr. 
Emanuel Neumann, American member of the Executive, who was 
among those present, for what he had done in connection with the 
American Palestine Committee, saying that they wére looking 
forward to very important work being done by this:Committee. 

Mr. Neumann in the course of his observations, made it clear 
that the American Palestine Committee had not been formed for 
political purposes. The function of the Committee would be to 
inform public opinion in respect to Palestine and Palestine problems 
and to give moral support and encouragement to the Zionist Cause. 

Mr. Berl Locker. in a statement on the Organisation Depart- 
ment, recalled that the 17th Congress had decided to appoint a 
Permanent Commission for Organisation and Propaganda. The 
Executive, in consultation. with the Presidium of the Genera! 
Council represented by Mr. Motzkin who visited London a short 
time ago, had selected the personnel of the Commission and 
would shortly confer with the members about internal problems 
of the Organisation which awaited solution.

Jewish Agency Negotiations with the Government. 


NO POSITIVE RESULTS. 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent.| 

Members interested in Palestine questions are perturbed by the 
fact that the protracted negotiations which have been going on 
between the Executive of the Jewish Agency and the Government 
have so far yielded no positive result. There is no inclination, 
however to despair for the future, for although the Palestine 
Administration refused to grant the additional number of Labour 
Certificates which local conditions of employment were held to 
justify, there is an impression that when the new quota is introduced 
it will be found that the representations and prote-ts made to the 
Government have no* been without effect. Disappointment is felt 
that no steps have apparently been taken to give effect to the 
intention ¢xpressed in the Prime Minister's letter to Dr, Weizmann 
that there would. be increased employment of Jews on Public 
Works. Notwithstanding the increase in the numbers of Jews 
employed on the Haifa Harbour, the position remains pract cally 
the same as it was befoie the Prime Minister's letter was written, 
The second part of Mr. ewis-Fregch’s report on Land Deve opment, 
which willcontain pract:cat proposals, is expected to be ready during 
the present month. ‘I understand that the complete report will be 
communicated by the Colonial Office to the Jewish Agency and to 
the Arabic Executive for their observations before it is submitted 
to the Secretary of State. | 

Palestine and Tariffs. 

The change in the fiscal system of the country came into effect 
on March Ist. NoOrder of Council has been made in respect of any 
of the Mandated Territories, and until such Order is made their 
con nsodities will not receive preferential treatment. I hear that 
steps are being taken to deal with the disturbing question of the 
“Most Favoured Nation” Clause contained ia some Imperial 
Treaties, which will result in the difficulties in respect of Class A 
M:indatcd Territories being removed. It is feared,. however. some 
time will elapse before any result will be obtained, and in the mean- 
while Palestine ts not likely to derive any benefit from the Import 
Duty provisions.

The Rev. Dr. A, Cohen delivered a lecture to the Jewish A's 
Sogiety lash Sunday, on, the:subject o: “'The Fature,of Jewry” 
Mrs. John Hollander presided. Defining the term “Jewry,” ‘'° 
- » eoturer said they should take the as niviining a distinct group 
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of men and women, united by common ties, and differentiating from 
the rest of the world, After pfoving frém Biblical and Post-Biblical 
history that in the past it had been the religion of the Jew and his 
adherence to Judaism which had been almost solely the cause of hig 
survival and apparent immortality, Dr. Cohen did not minimi<e the 
fect that the indications of to-day, from the religious standpoint, 
the weakening of the faith generally, intermarriages, assimilating 
influences, and empty Synagogues, appeared to be all against the 
survival of Jewry. Yet, on the other hand, the lecturer showed 
how extraordinarily similar conditions, chronicled by a writer of the 
time, in the early part of the fifteenth century, had not caused the 
Spanish and Portuguese Jewries to vanish when their great hour of 
trial camein 1492, They then became martyrs and exiles rather than 
give up their religion. Might not the spirit of self-preservation again 
come to the fore in modern times, when needed ? queried Dr. Cohen. 
The great influxes of Jews in the early part of this century into 
countries of religious freedom had caused a natural swing of the 
pendulum, an@the Jewish people of those countries were only now 
gradually finding their equilibrium. Two strong new factors were 
‘yy ftuencing his optimistic outlook. They were the revival of the 
iiebrew language and the National revival. Who could estimate 
the vast influences for good that those new factors might bring 
ypon Jewry, or who could say how. great an effect the spreading 
westwards of the Hebrew tongue and a Hebrew literature from their 
own University might have upon the coming generations of Jewry? 
Might they not hopefully look for a revival of the Jewish conscious- 
ne s in thousands in whom it was dormant to-day? Dr. Cohen 
believed that the signs were there that the Jewish people might yet 
be the teachers of the world, and they should accordingly hesitate to 
accept the conclusions to be*S drawn only superficially that Jewry 
Was inevitably doomed to extinction. A discussion followed, Thanks 
were accorded the lecturer, on the motion of Mr. Gerald Simons, 
e conded by Mr. O. N. Rose.

E now reach a tragic period in our 
story. Only for a short time 
after the death ef Herod—under 
the rule of a member of his 

family named Agrippa—did the land enjoy a 
spell of peace. After his death the country 
was again placed under Governors, whose 
crue! exactions drove the people to exaspera- 
tion. 

BEGINNINGS OF REVOLT. 

It was under a Prefect named Florus that 
v sme was resorted to and open rebellion 
broke out in the year 66. Nevertheless, not 
all the people were for a breach with Rome. 
There were two classes that were for peace. 
There were those who had become infected 
with Roman ideas and bad “ assimilated,” as 
we should say t6-day. There were others who 
perceived the folly and fut lity of taking wp 
arms againsh a great military power like 
Rome and fighting with their own weapons. 
But the peace party bad their hands foreed 
by cruel massacres of Jews instituted by the 
Romans bo'h in Palestine and Egypt, and 
wlhren the ou'raged people rose and defeated a 
toman army the revolt developed into a war. 

JOSEPHUS. 

One of the most notable characters thrown 
up during this period was Josephus ben 
Miittathias, better known as Josephus Flavius. 
He was entrusted by the Jewish leaders with 
the command of the Jewish forces in Galilee 
and the fortresses there. There were those 
who, not without reason, suspected Josephus's 
loyalty to the Jewish cause. He had lived in 
Rome and was known at the Imperial Court. 
He knew what it meant to stand against the 
Roman legions. At first, however, he con- 


ducted with great skill the defence against. 


the big army that the peror Nero sent 
under the command of Gne of the best of his 
Generals, Vespasian. For months he held out 
in the fortress Jotapata, built on a rock. At 
last the Romans broke through and a terrible 
slaughter awaited the brave defenders. 
Josephus hid in a cistern, and then managed 
to make his way to Vespasian, whose goodwill 
he won by prophesying that he would soon 


be made Emperor, a shrewd guess that was. 


later fulfilled. Josephus remained with the 
Romans, earning the hate of his fellow-Jews 
as a traitor, but gaining fame for himself by 
writing a history of the war as well as an 
account of Jewish institutions. Both works 
are valuable “ sources.” 

THE SIBGE OF JERUSALEM. 


\ fortress fell after another until 
ie Jews were shut in by the investing 


Roman forces within the walls of Jerusalem, 
then a mile in circumference.. About a 
million Jews found a refuge behind these walls, 
which were very strong, and there is little 
doubt that the Romans would never have 
been able to capture the city had unity pre- 
vailei within. But this, as on 60 many other 
occasions, was unhappily not the case. 
Jerusalem was rent by party fights, and we 
shall see when our Study Circle next meets 
how they led to the final catastrophe.
